Many of the 
schools have been all that we could expect, parents, 
teachers, and scholars having labored in harmony and 
sympathy, making the schools an intellectual and moral 
SUCCESS. | 

The Meriden school has been divided, and after wit- 
nessing the progress made under the division, we are 
more than satisfied with the result. 


We are glad to note the increased interest of the 
parents. One register notes 83 visits during the school 
year. Children are encouraged by parents manifesting 
interest in their work; and we wish we could say some- 
thing in this connection that would stimulate parents and 
guardians to see to it that the children under their care 
are present during the entire day of every day of the 
school year. It is impossible to estimate the loss that a 
child sustains by being absent one or two days in a week; 
for he not only loses all interest in his work, but gets be- 
hind his class, which adds to the labors of the teacher, 
and his discouragement; and unless he puts forth great 
effort, the scholar takes on a don’t-care mood, making 
the entire term a loss to him, and he is a great hindrance 
to the school. . 


A scholar’s time ought to be held sacred to his school 
work during school time, and nothing but sickness come 
between him and his work. We would recommend that 
the district provide for the expenditure of not less than 
$1800 for schools the coming year, and not less than $200 
for repairing school buildings.
